Tt will be the same with opium, 
After paying lekin to the Foreign Customs, 
it will ba subjected to additional taxation ag

A SANDSTORM IN Ni.W MEXICO. 
Wo had scarcely finished our repast when 
Bockekin. Joo, who bad been off ona fruit- 
leas ecarch for water,- reeappeared at the 
door with an anxious expression on his 
kindly countenance, “TI don’t like to hurry 
you,” he sad, “ but it looks like there were 
going to be a snndatorm, aud.

The air was fall of 
the dull roar of the battling winds. We 
could barely bear the sound of our voices 
when wa shouted. Everything bad’ been 
wiped away from the face of the earth, anda 
blur of grey dust wus all that remained. 1 
could barely distinguish those nearost me 
through this strango wrist. Tho worst of it 
lasted for -about balf an hour, I should 
think, but tho air was still fall of dust when 
we arrived bome about two hours later, 
Such is a New Moxzican sandstorm.

THE DART, 

Between the mouth of the Dart and the 
granite moorland wheiree the east Dart aud 
weat flow, the river passes through three 
well-marked phase, . From its source to the 
neighbourhood of Staverton it—glides or 
foams over grauite bouldera among the bare 
bills, or roars in deep wooded glades; balow 
‘this point to Totnes Bridge it has a briof

SEA-WATER MADE FRESH. 

AN INTERESTING, SERIES OF EXPERIMENTS, 

In the London Gazette of January 28, 
1684, appenred the following nytice: “Yesters 
day Hit Majesty was pleased to send to the 
Lord. Mayor, closed in a silver bor,‘sealed 
with His, Majesty's sonl, the pecoipta of the 
several comants used by the patantecs for 
making sea-water. frash, certified under the 
hatid of the Hon. Bobert Boyle, to’ be kept 
go sealed up by the present and succeeding 
Lord Mayors Jest a scoret of so groat im- 
portance. to tho publick—might--come to be. 
loat if lodged only in the knowledge of a few 
persons therein concerned.” . 
That the subject-matter of this annoance- 
meft was considered ono of more than com- 
mon moment: ia quite clear, the certiGcate 
of Mr. Boyle having bean given on behalf 
of the Roval College of Physicians, 
“cements” referred to were a part of a 
scheme for tho botter distilling of sea-water, 
which was thon agitating ‘many iggenious 
minds, The operation of making sea- water 
fresh by distillation was fully described by 
Zozimus, who ‘flourished A.D, 400, Bacon 
also- recorded the well-known fact. that with 
w« heat sofficient for distillation; salt will not 
rise in vapour, and that salt water distilled is 
fresh. Nevertheless, for mors thau fourteen 
centuries the chemists of all civilized nations 
were utterly at fiutt in their efforts to mike 
yen-water practically serviceable for drinking 
purpose’ = Their common mistake was ain: 
ple enough, perbaps even natural, and a 
brief record of its history may juat at this 
timo be.of interest. < 

Tt ie obvious that the people chiefly con. 
corned in this mattor must bave been those 
among whom natural fresh water was o 


whom the presence of the sea made constant 
appeal. We find accordingly, that the dwel- 
fers -on the desert coasts of East and 
West Africa practiced many devices for 
depriving the sea of its salt, Both Moore 
and Arabs dug so-called welly on 
shore, from ‘which they obtained « brackish 
draught, the reault of the first rude attempts 
at filtration. Sca-water, whon made to per- 
colute a sufficiont stratum of sand, will, in 


scarce or precarious commodity, and to: 
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but the -sand—iwelf, speedily becoming —sa- 
turated with these requires £0 be constanthy 
ebanged or purified. Those, therefore, who 
relied upon such a source for their-water 
supply were driven_to many contrivances 
for bettering its quality, of which disti}la- 
tion waa beyond question one of the most 
ancient. The Moors are ganerally credited 
with the introduction of this art into Hurop», 
and for the alembic we are specifically in. 
debted to-the Arabs. These eurly experi- 
mentalists only relied upon distillation: to 
effect what filtration failed to accomplish, 
The idea of submitting sea-water directly to 
the atill appears never to have dawned upoo 
them; what is yet more remarkable is the 
fact that f§p? several’ centaries English 
chemists folldwed the same blind lead: In 
spite of Bacon's declaration, the notion long 
prevailed in Hogland that sea-water must be 
filtered, oF its salt got rid of by ‘ fuming” 
or othersise, before it comld be successfully 
operated upon by the subsequent process. 
Even to the close of tha last century some 
“mixture” was atill thought necessary to 
order to precipitate the salt before diatilla- 
tion, Such was the purposd of those ‘ ae'voral 
cements” the reecipts for which were so 
aclemaly intrusted by Charles. II. to .bie’ 
faithful Lord Mayor. _Ilven’ such practical 


chemists as Sir Richard Hawkins, Glauber 
aud Hales wera bopelessly ‘astray in the
